people as the shortage of fuel, writes 
Judson C. Williver in the New York 
Sun. 
In Europe’s climate food Is fuel to 
the body quite as much as it is nour­ 
ishment. 
Sharply restricted supplies 
of food, and that of a doubtful qual­ 
ity and poor variety, might be endured 
if there were plenty of fuel. 
It is 
when the supply of fuel, both outside 
and inside, falls below the necessities j 
of physical effort that people begin 
to suffer. 
Europe has neither carbon for its 
food nor carbon for its fireplaces, and 
in some respects the northern neutrals 
are even worse off than the belliger­ 
ents. 
Rations of Important food nec­ 
essaries have been reduced by some of 
them even below the amounts allowed 
In Germany. 
England Is by far the 
best supplied country In the m atter of 
food,, and the authorities are making 
desperate efforts to make the popula­ 
tion, realize that rationing will soon 
be compulsory unless food consump­ 
tion is considerably reduced. The food 
authorities have announced a policy 
of accumulating sufficient reserve to 
feed the country for three months, 
even if no imports shall be received 
during this time. 
Question of Shipping. 
In the case of England it is entirely 
a question of shipping. 
Big stocks of 
food have been gathered in Australia, 
New Zealand, Canada and elsewhere, 
but there » ire no ships to bring them 
here. England is probably better situ­ 
ated in the matter of coal supplies 
than any other country, but must di­ 
vide with its allies, France and Italy, 
and so far » is possible some of the neu­ 
trals hope to be taken care of from the 
English mines. 
The German food situation is puz­ 
zling. 
Apparently the authorities are 
not nearly so confident about it 
a s they 
would like the public to believe. Tin 
year’s harvest turned out. more sat­ 
isfactory than seemed probable dur­ 
ing the period of droughts and hail­ 
storms in midsummer, but on the oth­ 
er hand reserves were heavily drawn 
upon before the harvest of 1917 was 
gathered.

CITY IN BRIEF 


Clews on Peace and War 
jpjENRY CLEWS, in his weekly financial letter, says, regarding the war: 
Tbe Stock Exchange market is displaying a substantial undertone, 
which may be considered all the more significant in view of the discourag­ 
ing reports that still are coming forward from Russia. 
The collapse of all 
government in that unfortunate country is not more important as a funda­ 
mental financial factor than that the true aims of conquest have been so 
clearly and frankly displayed by the Prussian military party, to which all 
other enemy interests are admittedly subservient. 
Hopes entertained in 
various circles but a short time ago that the closer meeting of ideas as 
expressed in the more recent formal addresses of President Wilson and by 
the official representatives of the British, French, German and Austrian 
governments would, in the near future, mean actual and formal peace 
negotiations are perhaps not today held quite so confidently. 
The decision 
of the Prussian military party to continue its policy of conquest after the 
Bolshevik representatives had unequivocally agreed to the peace terms 
Imposed upon them hardly can fail to produce a new chasm of division. 
Obviously, negotiations would be mere waste of time when one party to a 
« ontract is so flagrantly violating all promises and assurances— is indeed 
openly and frankly disregarding all principles of honesty and right. W ar 
can end only when victory for freedom and civilization has been achieved. 
The sudden turn of affairs in Russia seems to contain some threat of 
temporary delay for such a victory. 
Yet an opposite result does not appear 
altogether improbable. 
Reports from Austria-Hungary suggest a difference 
of principle and of purpose and a desire to end the war on more honorable 
terms. 
The promptness with which the recent labor troubles in Germany 
were suppressed diminishes appreciably the hope that aid in forcing a 
proper peace may at this time be relied upon from within Germany itself. 
But Austrian influence and, beyond that, the basic fact that such a large 
army will be required to protect communication with the German invaders, 
may after all become real factors in restoring conditions to a point where 
peace shall come more clearly into view. 
Undoubtedly there is greater alti­ 
tude for negotiations between Washington and Vienna than Washington 
and Berlin. 
It appears to be in this direction that we must look for evi­ 


dences of a real disposition of the enemy toward peace. 
As to Russia the situation is a bad one— it could hardly be worse. 
At 
the same time the solution must be approached from a broad viewpoint. 
Socialistic illusions are rapidly being destroyed. 
Illiteracy is so great that 
an effective method of promulgating prompt news of failure Is not avail­ 
able. 
This is an unfortunate handicap. 
But Russia eventually will pull 
itself together. 
It is a vast empire. 
Its people are subject to classifica­ 
tion by groups; they are divided by climatic, racial and numerous other 
considerations. 
The educated classes, recognizing fully these primal handi­ 
caps of a united nation, feel that the solution must in time be reached by 
tha turning of the new republic along lines similar to our own, which will 
always stand out so clearly as an example for other people when they 
come to understand the difference between freedom and license. 
Russia 
today needs such a form of government. 
Its various states or provinces 
need self-government on lines corresponding with, their own peculiar re­ 
quirements. 
But they must be subject in matters of national defense, of 
foreign trade and similar matters to a central government. 
This is un­ 
questionably the ultimate solution of the Russian question. 
At the moment, however, it is the immediate rather than the remote 
Russian situation which must be recognized as a factor in the financial 
situation. 
Germans and Austrians who have been prisoners in Russia 
have been released. 
They thus are added to the enemy’s fighting strength. 
But the Allies are more than their equal and are awaiting the “supreme 
drive” on the Western front— a drive which has been so spectacularly ad­ 
vertised that it would not be surprising if it were a cover for an entirely 
different plan. 
Meanwhile American troops are crossing the Atlantic in 
large numbers and are adding to the strength of our Allies. 


Knitting Pays 
"pHOSE who have been inclined to sneer at the fever for knitting with 
which our patriotic women have been seized, should sit up and take 
notice. 
Theoretically it might seem more economical to have all this work 


done in factories on labor-saving machines. 
But practically, the following computation points in an opposite direc­ 
tion. 
One woman says she has knitted 41 sweaters. 
The only cash expense 


about it was $75 for material, $1.83 per sweater. 
Now one of those sweaters would be as comfortable to wear as one for 
which you would pay $6 to $8 in a store. 
And probably it would have 
better material. 
There is a temptation to adulterate in a factory-made 


article. 
When one buys a sweater at a store, the retail price must be paid, 
while the government could buy at wholesale. 
But factories are driven 
with war work and the government would not get a low price. 
It is diffi­ 
cult to believe that those sweaters could be bought for less than $4 to $6 


apiece, and they might cost more. 
Hence it looks as if voluntary labor was by far the cheapest way to 
provide the men with the knitted goods that will add enormously to their 
comfort. 
If the government bought all this material, the cost would have 
to be added to our war debt, and we would be paying interest on it for years. 
So it looks like good business in every way, for the government to look 
to the kind hearts and ready hands of voluntary workers for this form of 
supplies. 
The number of women seen knitting everywhere is a splendid 
response on the part of the women of the nation to this call. 
Perhaps above 
all it shows that they have real patriotism, a contagious patriotism which 
rapidly spreads not only among women, but also among men who might 


otherwise be thoughtless. 


More War Work for Hens 
^ H E R E is no rest for the hen. 
Just as the shipworkers must stick to 
their riveting and the soldiers to their drilling and the miners to their dig­ 
ging and tho women to their knitting, the hens must stick to their laying. 
The federal food administrator has ruled that this work must not be 
Interrupted to chop the layer’s head off in preparation for the Sunday din­ 
ner. 
Even an honest death is denied the toiling hen. 
And now the process

of heroism or wther performed by his 
fellows, but displayed great modesty 
regarding his own exploits.

youth, whose home is near Savannah,

“I was in the front line when it 
seemed like every shell in the world 
started coming our way. 
Where the 
Germans got them Is more than 
I 
know. 
I never believed that many 
existed. One burst near where I was. 
“A i» ieee hit a fellow on the other 
side of me who came from Texas. 
The corporal picked him up in his 
arms and started with him for a first- 
aid station in the midst of a perfect 
shower of dirt and mud* which was 
being kicked 
up. 
I 
don’t 
know 
whether he ever got there or not. 
Rifle Blown to Pieces. 
“By that time 1 got into a machine 
gun emplacement with another cor­ 
poral whose home was In Missouri, 
leaving my rifle outside. 
Things got 
so hot we decided to try to get to a 
steel shelter at the end of a trench. 
“The corporal went first, but a few 
feet away a shell exploded almost on 
him and killed him. 
I stepped out 
and saw that my rifle had been blown 
to pieces. 
This left me defenseless, 
so I started in another direction, hop­ 
ing to find a rifle or a pistol, because 
I knew the Germans would be around 
soon. 
About the same time a piece 
of shell hit me on the left side and 
down I went. 
A sergeant yelled an 
order for me to go to n first-aid sta­ 
tion. 
“I was Just approaching the station 
in the rear of two stretcher-bearing 
teams who were proceeding, 
bent 
over, to escape if possible the flying 
pieces of shell, when a shell exploded 
and wiped !t out. A piece of rock hit 
me in the head. 
When I woke up 
some stretcher-bearers had me, haul­ 
ing me over the shell holes. 
1 
“I’ve sure got to hand it to those 
men with the red cross on their 
arms. 
They all worked like dogs in 
that hell out there. 
They seemed to 
have hut one idea—to do their duty— 
and 
apparently 
cared 
nothing 
for 
their own lives while doing It. 
They 
were game right to the core.” 
Grieve for Dead Captain. 
All the infantrymen asked questions 
’regarding the fate of their comrades. 
Keen distress was displayed by all 
the men of the company commanded 
by the captain who was killed. 
One 
of them said: 
“He was a fine officer, and, believe 
me, he took care of his men. Anyone 
of the company would have gone 
through hell on his order. 
We will 
pay Fritz for that if we haven’t al­ 
ready done so.” 
A Kansas man who was fn the fight 
said the last he saw of the captain 
he was kneeling alongside a spitting 
machine gun and Mazing away at 
the Germans with his own automatic 
pistol. 
“I saw him fall flat,” added 
the private. 
The captain was killed by a gun­ 
shot wound In the chest. 
All the American dead now have 
been burled In a little graveyard a 
few hundred yards from the spot 
where they fell.

19 16, according to recently complet­ 
ed statistics. With ordinary good luck 
this means nearly 20,000,000 bush­ 
els more of wheat. 
Spring seeding 
this year may exceed that of 19 17 by 
nearly the same extent 
which will 
bring the French wheat drop 
this 
year up to forty million bushels more 
than that of last year. The bread card 
taking effect on January 29 th, 
was 
intended for save from consumption 
the million bushels required for ex­ 
tending seeding. 
M. Compere Morel, 
commissioner 
of agriculture, charged with the ex­ 
tension of seeding, has already divid­ 
ed 600,000 bushels of Manitoba's fine 
wheat anion gfarmers. Ho is confi­ 
dent important gains will be made in 
the 19 18 crop.

administrator to issue the bread card 
regulating the distribution of bread 
to three hundred grammes (about 11 
ounces) a day is causing much com­ 
ment.

nounced by the food adm inistration as 
a read justm ent of its food conserva­ 
tion program . Increased m eat produc­ 
tion and th e necessity fo r still greater 
saving 
in 
wheat, 
it 
w as 
declared, 
m ake the change advisable. 
T h e suspension Is m ad e effective for 
an indefinite period, and it probably 
will last for three m onths or longer. 
Since all restrictions on consum p­ 
tion of m utton and lam b had been 
lifted previously , the food adm inistra­ 
tion now asks the public* for the tim e 
being to deny itself in m eats only 
beef and po rk o n o ne day a week— 
Tuesday . 
Increased m eat consum ption, food 
adm inistration 
officials 
believe, 
will 
of itself curtail the use of wheat, and 
for the present there is no Intention 
to add to the restrictions already In 
force against the use of flour. 
In a statem ent setting forth the roa- 
retisons for the change in program , 
Food A dm inistrator H oover said: 
“The allies have m ade furth e r and 
im po rtant 
dem ands 
for 
breadstuff« , 
these enlarged dem ands being caused 
to some degree by sh ortage in arriv­ 
als from the Argentina. 
It is, there?, 
fore, necessary for th e food adm inis­ 
tration to urge n still furth e r reduc­ 
tion in the consum ption of bread and 
breadstuffs generally . If 
we 
are

meet our export necessities. 
“E xperience shows 
th a t 
the 
con­ 
sum ption of breadstuffs is intim ately 
a s s o r t e d with the 
consum ption 
of 
meat. 
F o r various reasons our sup­ 
plies of m eat for th e next two or 
throe 
m onths 
are 
considerably 
en­ 
larged and we can supply the allies 
with all of the m eat products which 
transpo rtation facilities render po ss i­ 
ble and at te 
sam e tim e som ew hat in­ 
crease our own consum ption. 
In these 
circum stances the food adm inistration 
considers it wise to relax the volun­ 
tary restrictions on m eat consum ption 
to some extent with a view to furth er 
decreasing bread consum ption.

GERMAN TROOPS TO FINLAND 


To Act With Sweden to Suppress Re­ 
v o lt— To Use Aland Islands. 


Stockholm, M arch 4.—G erm an troops 
will he sent into Finland, a t the re­ 
quest of the Finnish governm ent, to 
suppress the revolution which 
is 
in 
progress there, according to an offi­ 
cial sta tem ent issued here, which sa y s : 
“T he G erm an m inister at Stockholm, 
acting und er instructions from his gov­ 
ernm ent, has informed 
th e 
Swedish 
m inister of foreign affairs that Ger- 
niniiy intended to send, at the request 
of the Finish governm ent, troops into 
Finland to suppress th e revolution. 
T hese troops, by the consent of F in­ 
land. would in the course of their op­ 
erations m ake use of the Aland is­ 
lands. 
“ In o rd er not to hinder the accom ­ 
plishm ent of the hum anitarian work 
und ertaken by Sweden in the Aland 
Islands, G erm any would agree to con­ 
fine herself to making use of these is­ 
lands to organize there a necessary 
halting place for the m ilitary expedi­ 
tion into Finland. 
“ A ssurances also are given that G er­ 
m any h as no territorial interest w h at­ 
ever in the islands and th at the ques­ 
tion 
o f the Aland« , out o f considera­ 
tion for the vital interests of Sweden 
regarding the islands, ought to be set-, 
tied In close agreem ent with this coun-l 
try .”

Faris, M arch 4.— Strong efforts m ade 
by German troops to debouch from the 
N eufchatel salient, northw est of Reims, 
were frustrated, the French w ar office 
announced in its statem ent. 
The enemy likewise failed to reach 
th e I'opelle fort, southeast of Reims, 
succeeding only In gaining a foothold 
with some small detachm ents to the 
west of it. 
T he F rench troops, according to the 
night report, have completely re-estab- 
li.shed th eir line at L a Pompelle. 
A F rench counter-attack stopped the 
G erm an advance on a front of nearly 
hnlf a mile in the C am lllet sect« * of 
the C ham pagne. 
T he French tem po­ 
rarily evacuated thetr trenches under 
orders, but quickly drove in again and 
re-established the position. 
London, March 4.—Several German 
raids w ere attem pted ngoinst the B rit­ 
ish lines on the Franco-Belgian front, 
bur none of them met w ith success. 
T he B ritish took prisoners from the 
G erm ans in these encounters and for 
their part successfully raided German 
trenches ne ar Armentieres.

The G erm an infantry , the follow­ 
ing day , at five different points, went 
over th e top. advancing tow ard the 
salient facing Neufchatel, 
La 
Pom- 
peile, La Bretonnerie, M ont Ilaut and 
Teton, at the same tim e making a 
feint in the neighborhood of Betheny . 
It w as soon seen that tin* principal 
point of assault was I.a Pompelle, to 
which tw o battalions tried to force 
th eir wfty. Some of the G erm ans suc­ 
ceeded in reaching Alger 
Farm , 
a 
fortified point fronting on 
the dis­ 
m antled fort, La Pompelle, but none 
w as able to enter the fort itself. 
On M arch 2 a French counter-at­ 
tack quickly restored th e line to its 
original position, and not on inch of 
F rench lines now rem ains in G erm an 
hands. 
The French regiment 
holding 
the 
position w as one which had already 
won distinction on oth er battlefields. 
It held tenaciously under the horrible 
bom bardm ent, in which thousands of 
gas shells m ade the air deadly poison­ 
ous.

Washington.—Every one of the 109 
German ships seized b y the United ‘ 
States Is in the transport or cargo 
service, the damage delib erately done 
to their engines having b een repaired 
thoroughly. 
This information was given out b y 
(Tie committee on pub lic information In 
the course of a statement which again 
confirmed the stories of the destruc­ 
tion secretly performed b y German • 
crews b y orders from Berlin. 
In the statement the committee says I 
that “there is evidence-that a German I 
central authority gave an order for de­ 
struction on these ships effective on 
or ab out Feb ruary 1, 1917, simultane­ 
ous with the date set for unrestricted 
sub marine warfare, and that the pur- ! 
pose was to inflict such vital damage 
to the machinery of » ill German ships 
in our ports that none could b e oper­ 
ated for from 18 months to two years. 
This purpose has b een defeated in sig­ 
nal fashion. In less than eight months 
all the ships were In service.” 
Committee Tells of Repairs.

At the time of the m urder of his 
cousin he was only eighteen and small j 
for his years. 
His father had b een en­ 
gaged In b usiness in Chicago since he 
had transplanted the family from the 
native heath in the county of Kent, 
England, some years b efore. Kent was 
also the ill fated nurse’s home, and as 
a very small b oy young Cavell had de­ 
veloped an admiration and affection 
for his cousin, some ten or fifteen years 
his senior, that b ordered almost _on 
adoration.

worked always in apprehension of con­ 
ceal ed ex plosives. 
They found every­ 
where on the ships instances of artful 
pipe plugging of c .ncealing steel nuts 
and holts in delicate cylinders, of de­ 
positing ground glass in oil pipes and 
b earings, of cunningly changed indi­ 
cators, of filling fire ex tinguishing with 
gasolene. 
The statement goes on to 
say. 
“The method of patching and weld­ 
ing b roken marine engines had never 
b efore b een practn **d, although the art 
has b een known iu the railroad indus­ 
try for 15 years. 
Three methods of 
patching were us« <d; electric welding, 
ax iacetylene welding and ordinary me­ 
chanical patching, the latter often later 
b eing welded. 
Following the repairs, 
tests of the machinery were first made 
at the docks, whore the ships were 
lashed firmly to the piers while the pro­ 
pellers were driven at low speed, and 
later each ship was taken to sea for 
vigorous trial tests. 
The patches and 
welds were reported as having given 
complete satisfaction. 
The former German liners, sailing 
under distinctively American names, 
are fitted us troop and cargo ships. 
Each is convertib le to a completely 
equipped hospital ship for return voy­ 
age service.
